I. Maiy C. Gibb, hereby declare as follows: 

1. I am Manager of the Docketing Department of the law finn of McGinn & 
Gibb,PLLC. 

2. My duties as Manager of the Docketing Department require me to be 

intimately famiUar with how the firm handles the maiUacsimile. and couri^ 
anive at McGinn & Gibb, PLLC. 

3. Each business day (Monday-Fiiday). McGim, & Gibb. PLLC. receives a large 
volume of correspondence fiom the U.S. Patent and Tmdemaric Office (USPTO). That 
correspondence relates to patent and trademark applications being handled by McGinn & 
Gibb. PLLC. and inchrdes Notices of Allowance. GeneraUy. since McGim, & Gibb. PLLC. is 
located in Vienna Virginia. USPTO correspondence is r^dved by tf^^ 

two business daysaltertheUSPTOmailingdate. although sometimes ittakesl^^^^^ All 
mail is received in the Docketing Department, including USPTO correspondence. ITie 
USPTO correspondence is handled as follows. 
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4. Ai individual" empfoyed in" ie""D;>cketiig De^^^^^^ " 
PLLC. receives all pieces of USPTO coirespondence before they are opened. That same 
individual opens each piece of coirespondence fiom the USPTO one at a time. 

5. As the USPTO correspondence is opened, an entry is made by that same 
individual by hand, in a docket book, for each such piece of correspondence requiring a 
response to be provided to the USPTO by a certain due date. For example, an Issue Fee must 
be paid within the tune specified therein (within three months of the mailing date), and so an 
entry would be made in the docket book on a due date for the required period of time for the 
IssueFee.
